Parents were cautioned today by Dr. R. C. Miller, 
Acting City Health Officer, of the hazards of an in¬ 
expensive toy locomotive, the " Huff ‘ N Puff" . 

Before the toy was withdrawn from the market, some 
were sold in the San Jose area. 

The State Health Department has notified local Health 
officers that the smoking locomotive contains an ex¬ 
tremely corrosive chemical. The chemical, phosphor¬ 
ous tri-chloride, can cause severe bums to skin and 
eyes. 

Dr. Miller took action immediately to remove the 
"Huff ‘N Puff" from sale in San Jose. City sani¬ 
tarians traced all sources of sale. Toys were removed 
immediately from store shelves. 

There were several dozen "Huff 'N Puff" locomo¬ 
tives sold prior to knowledge of the toy's dangers. If 
you have one of these toys at your home, remove the 
bottle containing the chemical substance. Care should 
be taken to destroy the chemical in such a way that a 
child will not be able to get hold of it. It can be 
thrown into the garbage can.
